Since the importance of Canada’s agriculture, as 
the basis of our whole economy, can hardly be 
overrated, I should like to dwell somewhat on 


this question. 


In my judgment the income of the farmer is 
not commensurate with the labour of the farmer. 
According to latest estimates Canada’s agricultural 
labour force (which includes the farmer and the farm 
worker) is about 26 per cent of the total labour force of 
the country. But farmers, excluding in this case the 
farm workers, have normally received no more than 10

Farmers deserving of more consideration. 


The 72nd Annual Meeting of the Imperial Bank of 
Canada held at the Head Office in Toronto, Wednesday, 
November 27th. 

MR. R. S. WALDIE, President, said in part: 
Notwithstanding unsettled world conditions Canada has 
achieved about 80 per cent of the physical reconversion 
of her economy during the fifteen months between the 
end of hostilities and now. Volume of production, 
national income, and employment were less affected 
by reconversion than had been expected. The index of 
the physical volume of business was about 16 per cent 
lower in the first ten months of 1946 than in the cor- 
responding months of 1945, but owing ‘to the change 
from war to peace-production this is dot surprising, 
and our physical output is now at a level of about 85 
per cent above pre-war standards. Wholesale sales 
have been about 20 per cent higher in 1946 than in 
1945, and retail sales, about 14 per cent above the 1945 
level. This gives an indication of the shift to peace- 
time economy, Part of the rise in sales values is caused 
by the increase in prices; the index of wholesale prices 
having risen by about 5 per cent over 1945, and the 
index of the cost of living showing an increase of about 
4 per cent. 

Employment has remained at a high level. The 
working force increased as a result of the war and the 
natural population growth by over 1,000,000 persons, 
from 3,800,000 in 1939 to almost 5,000,000 in 1945 
and gainful employment has receded from its wartime 
peak of 5,000,000 by only about 300,000 persons. 
Unemployment in industry is at a low figure and 
generally those seeking work have been able to find 
it without long delay and returning men and women of 
the forces have been largely absorbed in employment. 
The main problem has been to get enough workers for 
the farm and for mining and woods operations. 


NATIONAL INCOME HIGH 


The money income of the country reflects this high 
level of economic activities. It is officially estimated 
that Canada's national income is at present running 
at about 1945 level. For 1945, the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics estimates national income received at 
8,954 million dollars, national income produced, at 
9,627 million dollars, and gross national expenditure, 
at 11,359 million dollars, the differen¢e having been 
borrowed from the people's savings by way of Victory 
Loans. This means that Canada's present national 
income is over twice as large as the average pre-war 
national income. Part of this increase is sound Gy the 
rise in prices to which I have already referred. 


EMPLOYMENT AND WAGES 


Production and employment have been adversely 
affected by labour disputes in various industries 
including steel, rubber, electrical and textile plants and 
in British Columbia logging camps. The Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics estimates the time lost during the 
first nine months of 1946 at 4.1 million man-days, That 
would amount to a production loss of about forty 
million dollars but the real losses are greater since 
shortages in basic materials, especially in steel, affect 
a great number of dependent industries and contribute 
to a general slowing down of production, While post- 
war strikes may be partly the result of a pyschological 
let-down, it appears that neither the Government nor 
the industries and the trade unions concerned have 
shown sufficient foresight and energy in handling the 
situation. It seems evident that the freezing of wages 
during the war was at too low a level and with too great 
a spread in some industries as compared with others. 
The National War Labour Board has recently ruled 
that there should be no general formula for the adjust- 
ment of wages, but a more flexible procedure which 
makes allowance for individual conditions. It is to be 
hoped that this procedure may lead to the adjustment 
of wage levels and to a more balanced distribution 


of worker's income. The final result will depend on 
the understanding collaboration of management 
ahd labour, the development of which should be 
the special concern of the Government and a 
more enlightened public opinion. 


EXPORTS AND IMPORTS 

_ Merchandise exports, the most important single 
influence upon our national income, have dropped from 
2,332 million dollars during the first eight months of 
1945 to 1,511 million dollars during the first eight 
months of 1946, or by about 35 per cent. Further 
reductions can be anticipated. Imports, on the other 
hand, have tended to increase and in 1946 were about 
11 per cent higher, as to value, than during the cor- 
responding months of 1945 

Falling exports and growing imports have reduced 
the favorable balance of merchandise trade which 
Canada normally enjoyed and which had been greatly 
expanded during, and as a result of, the war. The 
balance on aeniins account is still in our favour to 
the extent of 300 million dollars calculated on a yearly 
basis but this balance is shrinking. Since a sizeable ¢ 
0 


propects of Canada's present exports is financed 
y credits provided by the Canadian nation itself, 
while almost all Canadian imports—of which nearly 
three quarters come at present from the United States— 
are paid on a cash basis, Canada appears to have even 
now an adverse balance of cash trade in merchandise. 
The deficit on merchandise account with the United 
States, which at present runs at an annual rate of about 
400 million dollars, is only partly met by gold ship- 
ments and by the growing Balance on tourist trade. 
Also it must be borne in mind that Canada has still 
a high net indebtedness to the United States, and the 
corresponding debt ‘service can only be discharged, if 
Canada maintains a considerable surplus in her current 
account with the United States. 

We still maintain a substantial favourable balance 
of trade with countries other than the United States. 
During the first seven months of 1946, our export 
surplus amounted in relation to the United Kingdom 
to 174 million dollars; to the British Empire 92 million 
dollars; to all other countries (excepting the United 
States) 204 million dollars; altogether about 740 million 
dollars, but it would be a mistake to assume that this 
surplus will help us in equalizing our accounts with the 
United States. As already pointed but, a considerable 
proportion of our trade outside of the United States 
is financed by credits and, besides, most of the coun 
tries with which we have a favourable balance of trade, 
have an adverse balance of trade with the United 
States and are thus unable to provide surplus American 
dollars which Canada could use for the equalization 
of her accounts with the United States. 

It will therefore need great efforts, on Canada's 
Part, to straighten the Canadian-American balance of 
payments in the future. It is a hopeful sign that news- 
print production has grown, during 1946, by about 30 
Per cent in comparison to 1945, and that the values of 
newsprint exports have in the same period risen by 
about 40 per cent. 


NON-FERROUS METALS DECLINE 


Non-ferrous metals, Canada’s other great export 
item, have recently lost ground. The aluminium indus- 
try had during the war developed to the most important 
branch of base metal production, and during the later 
war years about 40 per cent of the export value of all 
non-ferrous metals was represented by aluminium 
products, Since the armistice aluminium exports have 
fallen to about 20 per cent of their war level. The value 
of copper exports has during 1946 remained about the 
same, and nickel ex in 1946 have only fallen by 
about 5 per cent. The value of lead and zinc exports 
has greatly increased, but production and export are too 
small to compensate for the loss in the aluminium 
exports, 

BASE METAL EXPORT OFF 50% 

On balance, Canada's base metal exports have de- 
creased, in value, to about one-half of ‘the war level. 
Since at the same time the export values of iron and its 
products have fallen to about one-third of the war 
standards, a large deficit in Canada's metal exports has 
appeared which has greatly contributed to reducing our 
active balance of trade. Production and exports of 
precious metals have failed to make up for these losses, 
Silver production has recently revived, as a result of an 
increase in price, but total production remains small; 
and silver exports are negligible. It should be a general 
policy to promote our mining industry, especially ia 
the interest of our foreign trade balance. 


IMPORTANCE OF GOLD 

Gold production and gold exports apes to be 
lagging far behind the desirable growth. Gold receipts 
at the mint during 1946 until now were only about 8 per 
cent higher than during the same period of 1945, and 
net exports of non-monetary gold have increased by no 
more than 6 per cent. However as gold production and 
exports had since 1942 been reduced, owing to the 
policy of shifting labour to more urgently needed war 
production, to less than one-half of the peak level of 
1940-41, it is clear that the recovery of the industry 
has not been sufficiently rapid to soon secure for gold 
its previous function to balance our payments with the 
United States, The revaluation of the Canadian dollar 
to parity with the United States dollar is a serious ob- 
stacle to the resumption of this role by the gold mining 
industry. It has reduced the profit margin of all compan- 
ies and even made operation of a number of companies 
unprofitable, Concessions on the part of the Govern- 
ment will be necessary to help the gold mining in- 
dustry regain its important position. Such policies 
would be all the more justifiable since the gold mining 
industry, unlike other industries, is unable to adjust the 
price of its product to the revaluation of the Canadian 
dollar and the general increase in costs. 


AGRICULTURE 
While Canada's national income has, ia the maia, 
reserved its high war level, its distribution among the

INTEREST RATES 


I now come to my last subject, that of interest rates.

Money circulation has increased about five times dur- 
ing the war and deposits with the commercial banks 
have about doubled. During the war years, our people 
realizing a common danger, refrained from avoidable 
expenditures, which with the large sums of money 
drained off by the Government taxes and War Loan 
purchases, prevented run-away prices. Now that the 
national effort has spent itself, the pent-up desire of 
the people to spend and consume reasserts itself. This 
suggests a price pressure on the limited quantity of 
available goods leading to an undesirable rise in prices. 
The best method to avoid this would be through stabili- 
zation or reduction in the volume of money which would 
be brought about through a rise in the rate of interest. 
This would, besides reducing the volume of circulation, 
encourage people to save and invest and would also 
create Gaditions under which the remaining controls 
could be abolished. 


It must always be remembered that this coun- 
try is dependent for its prosperity upon its exports 
and if our prices are too high we may find that our 
ureatly expanded industry will lack export outlets. 


Today Canada finds herself in as good, or even better, 
condition than any other country in the world. We 
have had a bountiful harvest and if past experience may 
be taken as a guide this should be followed by a year 
of active business. I am convinced that Canadians 
will not be found wanting in a continuance of that self- 
discipline which has helped us to overcome the many 
difficulties of the past.

Apparently the Government and Mr, 
John L. Lewis are to “slug it out.” The quest- 
jon to be decided is whether the people of the 
United States are to have coal when they need 
it, or have it when Mr. Lewis says so. 

This of course is a specific question 
which applies to one detail of the general 
issue. Is the will of the Government to be 
supreme, or can this be defied by the head 


on an organization of private citizens? That | 


is the real point to be decided, for if Mr. 
Lewis’ organization can stop coal product- 
ion at will, why not the steel men stop the 
output of that commodity in defiance of the 
Government, or the railways halt the move- 
ment of passengers and freight in face of a 
Government onder that trains must keep 
moving? 

This isn’t just a battle in prospect be- 
tween a set of officials and the head of a labor 
union, Whichever gets the better of the 
“slugging,” it is the public who will suffer 
the blows. The consumer of coal is the man 
whose home and livelihood are in jeopardy. 
And the longer the slugging lasts, the worse 
for him. He didn’t raise the issue, and can’t 
avert the fight, but he must pay the cost, 
in lost wages, stalled business, inconvenience 
—and family suffering should the war go on 
long. 

It will be rather strange if the consumer 
does not back up the administration and put 
pressure on Congress to do likewise. Not 
only in getting coal mined, but in framing 
and enforcing a code which will prevent the 


stoppage of production of any essential com- | 


modity by will of the relatively small minor- 
ity who are engaged in that production, whe- 
ther as employers or employes. 

Are the people of a country of right en- 
titled to a continuous supply of things with- 
out which they cannot live, or can they have 
these things only by gracious consent of 
those who earn dividends or wages in pro- 
ducing them, in amounts and under condit- 
fons fixed by themselves? 


Not a Popular Profession 

The secretary of the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association says there is a shortage of 2,000 
permanent, fully trained school teachers in 
this province. 

Not that this number of rooms are clos- 
ed. In September it was officially stated 
that S58 rooms were without teachers, but 
the number was brought down to 650 by em- 
ploying about 200 senior students as tem- 
porary supervisors. In addition to these, mar- 
ried women are teaching in many schools 
rather than have these closed, and former 
teachers holding lower class certificates 
have been called into service, Also Mr. Ans-

The Man Behind the Scenes 
The Christmas spirit seems to have 
reached New York a month ahead of time; 
or at least that upper room in the Waldorf- 
Astoria where the Big Four Foreign Minist- 
ers are holding their conference. A wholly 
unprecedented disposition to agree invaded 
that fateful chamber a few days ago. With 
the result that more progress has been made 
toward breaking deadlocks and getting on 
with the business of organizing peace than 


had been attained in so many previous 
months. 
This gratifying change came _ about 


through the making of concessions. While 
both the Soviets and the Democracies con- 
tributed to easing the situation, the honors 
go to Mr. Molotov. He withdrew his ob- 
jections regarding the internationalization 
plan for Trieste—which may have been only 
talking-points any way. But he went beyond 
this and agreed that there is to be open 
navigation of the Danube—thus reversing 
his former stand. Still further, he said Rus- 
sia subscribes to the idea that there must be 
a system of international inspection if world 
disarmament is to make headway. 

When a diplomat does right there is no 
need to pry too closely into the why and 
wherefore. But the pretty direct inference 
is that Mr. Molotov has been marking time 
while Premier Stalin studied the situation 
and made up his mind whether it was neces- 
sary or advisable to continue the standing 
cleavage between Russia and its western 
allies. 

If so, the welcome conclusion is that 
Moscow has at last sensed the folly and dang- 
er of perpetuating this division, and is pre- 
pared to act in future on the assumption that 
the other powers are not plotting harm to 


| Russia. There is room to hope at least that 


the nightmare which has dominated the 

thinking at the Kremlin has faded out. 
Whatever anyone may think of Russia’s 

foreign policy, Premier Stalin is the man who 


says what it is to be. Whether the voice was | 


that of Molotov or Gromyko, the hand was 
the hand of Stalin. 

Whether for good or ill, in no other em- 
pire or country is authority so completely 
centralized as it is in Russia and Russia’s 
sphere of influence. And no man in all the 
world has quite so much power to lead the 
nations into friendliness and confidence, or to 
drive them into hostile camps, as rests with 
Premier Stalin. 


That the resources of Alberta have not been 
managed with a view to the benefit of the people

that settlers along either river use. It is not in 


| the public interest that the Galt company should

an average year. 

All this adds up to proof that the scar- 
elty of teachers is serious, and not getting 
less serious. What it means is that teach- 
ing school is not a popular profession, Not 
enough young men and women qualify year 
by year to replace those who drop out be- 
cause of age or for other reasons. 

No doubt various factors contribute to 
this preference for other occupations. But 
it would be folly to suppose the main factor 
is anything other than lack of financial in- 
ducement. In other callings the number of 
recruits depends on the remuneration that is 
offered. There is no reason to assume that 
teaching is an exception to this rule. Precis- 
ely the contrary. 

Anyway, all that the public, the school 
boards and the department of education can 
do to remedy the matter is to raise teachers’ 
salaries, The facts seem to show that unless 
this is done promptly the province over, and 
the increase made substantial, Alberta child- 
ren are not going to get the kind of school- 
ing they should get, and will need in the 
highly specialized world they will face when 
they become of age. 


Democracy on Trial 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek says the 
time has arrived to end his dictatorship and 
restore the republican system of government 
which was suspended in 1928, He said this 
to what is conveniently called the National 
Assembly, meeting at Nanking to adopt a 
new constitution, 

Since the Communists are not repres- 
ented at this gathering, do not recoginze the 
National Assembly as such, and control 
about one-third of the country with for- 
midable military forces, the announcement 
has something less than face value. If Chiang 
Kai-Shek could neither crush nor placate 
this formidable and militant faction—and 
he has done neither—the supposition that 
the Assembly can do so is the subject of 
some doubt. 

There is a hint in the despatches that 
while the civil power is to be handed over 
to the Assembly, the Generalissimo will keep 
command of the Nationalist troops until he 
has suppressed the Communist In 
which event Chiang’s name is likely to figure 
yet awhile in the news from the Far East.

GRAIN PRODUCTS should be a 
part of everyone's diet. Most moth- 
ers see that their children obtain 
ar adequate amount of these but 
are likely to feel that they them- 
selves do not require them If we 
‘ook at the health value of these 
foods we will realize that adults 
could also benefit by a daily ra- 
tion 

Cereals are thought of as being 
extremely fattening. Of course they 
are fairly high in calorie count but 
‘hey furnish so many elements es- 
sential to health that we can well 
afford cereal in the morning and 
can better leave off other fattening 
but less nutritious items. If you 
cat your cereal with skimmed milk 
end just a dash of sugar the cal- 
orie content is not too extensive 
for a reducing diet. 

Grain products are extremely 
valuable because of their high vit- 
amin B content, They also furnish 
generous quantities of phosphorous 
and iron and-are splendid sources 
of protein and carbohydrates. Re- 
member that even the reducer must 
Lave some carbohydrates in her 
diet because these aid in burning 
up body fat.
